Convention, w hich attem pted to read Judge 
Field o u to l the party, was unw orthv of m v 
confidence and trust, and the next’ dav aii 
equally reliable gentlem an w ould inform 
m e th at the proceedings of th at Conven­ 
tion were inspired by patriots, and th at the 
gentlem en w ho approved its acts were the 
only D em ocrats iu th e State w orthy of 
trust and official honors. 
E very th in g ’th at 
I could learn about party affairs seem ed to 
have its beginning in the Stockton Conven- 
ion.

H ealy T orm enting th e G overnm ent W ith 
P e rtin e n t Qu sttons. 
London, M ay 24.—In the H ouse of Com­ 
m ons to-night H ealy m oved th at th e first 
clause of the crim es bill be so am ended as 
to indicate clearly to w hich portions of 
Ireland it w ould be applicable. 
H e sug­ 
gested th at the words “ proclaim ed dis­ 
tricts” be om itted, and th a t K erry, Lon­ 
donderry and Belfast be inserted in th eir 
stead. 
. 
B alfour, Chief Secretary for Ireland, de­ 
clined to accede to this proposal. 
H e said 
th e G overnm ent intended to apply th e 
clause to all parts of Ireland w here the 
prevalence of crim e justified such action. 
Mr. H ealy asked if blood-stained Belfast, 
w here troops had been shot and policem en 
m urdered, was to go free, w hile the m iser­ 
able, rack-rented districts in th e southw est 
were to be punished. 
Mr. B alfour replied th at the G overnm ent 
would exercise perfect im p artiality in su p ­ 
pressing disorder everyw here. 
Labouchere said the scope an d aim of 
the bill was to crush out th e N ationalists, 
leaving th e O rangem en to do an y th in g 
they liked. 
The adm inistration of the law 
was so bound up w ith the Orange faction 
th at it could no t be im partial. 
Mr. G ladstone suggested th at the words 
■‘proclaim ed districts” rem ain, but th at the 
districts be defined u n d er other clauses of 
the bill. 
T he answ er of Mr. Balfour, th at 
ail districts w ould be treated im partially 
was not sufficient, because M inisters had 
often referred to particular parts of Ireland 
w here the bill was m eant to operate. 
No 
doubt the people of Belfast regarded w ith 
disgust and horror th e prevalence of disor­ 
der in th eir m idst, but th e sam e apology 
was equally 
good 
for other districts. 
[‘‘ H ear! 
H e a r!”] 
T he conduct of som e 
persons in Belfast recently stained Ireland 
m ore than the conduct of ihe people o f any 
other part of Ireland had. 
[Cheers.] 
T he am endm ent proposed by H ealy— 
th at the inquiry be held only w hen evi­ 
dence had been w ithheld on account of 
intim idation—was rejected, 206 to 110. 
A fter th e discussion lasted tw o hours 
and a half, G ladstone replied to the state­ 
m ent by E lliott th at he (Gladstone) was re­ 
sponsible for an equally strong system five 
years ago, and said th at E lliott overlooked 
the essential difference, nam ely—th at his 
bill had been directed against crim e, w hile 
the one under discussion n a i not. 
A t 
least, he added, the present bill is directed 
against not h ith erto considered crim es. 
Any way, he w ould n o t renew his form er 
proposals because he was convinced of th e 
ageravaled evil. 
H aldane, Iio tn e R ule Liberal, proposed 
to substitute “ Ju d g e ” for “ H igh Court,” 
and H ealy assented. 
W . II. S m ith, F irst Lord of the T reas­ 
ury, am id cries ol “ S h a m e m oved to 
enforce th e clotnre. 
T he m otion was car­ 
ried—257 to 135. 
G ladstone and other opposition leaders 
w alked slow ly into th e opposition lobby, 
w hile th e Parnellites and G ladstoniañs 
stood cheering w ildly.

yesterday 2,873 persons had fallen victim s 
to the epidem ic in Santiago de Chile alone.

SUMMING UF THE CHINESE QUES­ 
TION.” 


Rev. 1. E. Dwinell, I). I)., has contrib­ 
uted to The Aurora magazine a thoughtful 
paper, “ Summing Up th e Chinese Ques­ 
tion.” 
The high standing of Dr. Dwinell, 
his unquestioned fairness, his devout at­ 
tachm ent to his faith, and his long experi­ 
ence and observation in California, all 
make him a witness whose testimony and 
opinions command respect. 
H e declares 
th a t between the fiery, loud-speaking par­ 
tisans there is a large intermediate class— 
disinterested, intelligent and thoughtful— 
from whom little has been heard, who 
have reached the conclusion that Chinese 
immigration is not desirable to encourage. 
This class disbelieves many of the jwpular 
charges made against the Chinese ; disbe­ 
lieves that they are held in involuntary 
servitude; that there is among them a 
system of jieonage, or that their societies 
exercise any such arbitrary authority over 
them as the Knights of Labor, or the 
trades-unions do over their membership. 
This class reoognir.es the awkwardness of 
attem pting to close the doors against ore 
class of foreigners; yet these American 
citizens believe Chinese immigration ought 
to lie restricted, lieeause of the peculiar­ 
ities of the Chinese communities. 
They do not come to us to lie lost in our 
communities, but live mostly in communi­ 
ties of their own. These communities are 
composed almost wholly of men—only 
aliout three per cent, of the whole are 
women, and very few of these are in wed­ 
lock. 
Speaking of this conservative class 
of Americans, Dr. Dwinell declares it to lie 
a fact that those Chinese who come do not 
come to stay. 
Communities of men under 
such 
circumstances, 
left 
to 
their 
instincts 
and 
passions, diversions and 
makeshifts, are not natural and healthful 
elements in our civil system. 
They feel no 
interest in the development of the country 
or the making of permanent improve­ 
ments ; they wish to take all they can with 
them and go ; they fasten on a section of a 
city or town anil make that forever “ Chi­ 
nese.” 
“ The Oriental clutch is on the 
very soil itself,” and the section becomes a 
hot-bed in which male Chinese peculi&ri- 
ties crowd, ferment, grow and hear fruit. 
It is a Chinadom, less the homes, wives, 
children. 
It is a Chinadom in general 
tone and qnaiity, w ithout the safeguards 
and reliefs of domestic life. 
Nothing pen­ 
etrates this mass to change i t ; civil and 
commercial inlluences fall powerless on the 
ironclad stronghold. 
These quarters are 
perpetually changing in their personnel, 
while maintaining their locality and qual­ 
ity. 
The average Chinaman comes here un­ 
der 18 years of age, revisits China once in 
five years, the merchants twice as often, 
and in twelve vcars he goes for good, and a 
fresh Chinaman takes his place. 
So the 
tap-root of Chinese life in California runs 
back to China and survives only through 
the supplies that come through it. These 
patches grow ; no American likes to live 
next to them ; he vacates his place when 
they approach him, and so the American 
city retires before the Asiatic fungus. 
These Pagan masses are, lie avers, imper­ 
vious to American law. < hir legal system 
beats against them and is dissolved into 
spray. 
(Ilienses among themselves are but 
rarely brought into our Courts, hut are 
settled in their own mysterious way in their 
own tribunals. These evils are made worse 
by lieing conspicuous. 
The Chinese retain 
not only their peculiar manners, customs 
and language, but also retain their dis­ 
tinctive cue and dress, and this fact is also 
true of the surroundings of their quarters! 
for they have and retain the foreign look. 
H e concludes that such an immigration, 
unrestricted, would prove vast, for there 
are in China millions waiting to come, 
who arc crowded, half paid and impover­ 
ished. 
They look to America as a gold 
m ine almost in sight. The carrying trade 
is anxious to l«enefit itself, and it supple­ 
ments and stim ulates the desire of the 
Chinaman to come here and better his 
condition. 
Left to China and to com­ 
merce, he copcludes that this coast would 
soon l>e crowded with Chinamen, and the 
Americans would lie driven 
from the 
fairest seats of civilization. 
The views of Rev. Dr. Ihvinell are the 
more valuable contribution to the litera­ 
ture of the Chinese question because,while 
denying the slavery, corruption, humau 
degradation, vices and contaminating in­ 
fluences of the Chinese to be greater than 
among other peoples, lie arrives at tlie 
same conclusion reached by the radical 
anti-Chinese sentim ent. They are highly 
valuable, also, because they will have 
great weight in New England, where this 
distinguished preacher is widely and popu­ 
larly known and highly esteemed for his 
virtues, his moderation and his clear­ 
headedness. 
If the earnest Christian 
minister, who has been for twenty years 
eoc nee ted with the missionary effort to 
Christianize the Chinese here, finally cou- 
clu les that they are an undesirable ele­ 
m ent in our social and politiial system, 
th at i» enough. We will not care, in the 
face of such a eonclu -ion, to debate with 
him 
the 
matter- 
coucerniug 
the 
Chinese, agon which he casts discredit- I f 
there is not slavery among th em ; if their 
women are eat traded as chattels: if their 
rices are not greater than those of Amer­ 
icans : if their jvr-cnce is desirable for the 
promotion of sercral industries; if tlie 
c -olios are not contracted into practical 
slavery by aristocratic l hiñese companies, 
it is still sufficient if those who hold them 
to la; maligne-i and unJerestimated, for 
ttlier reasons judge tlu m to la> undesirable. 
It is sufficient if tlie v find Chinese com- <’ 


since they arrive, Vith other classes, at 
common agreement—the wisdom and neces­ 
sity of restricting Chinese immigration. 
But while this is to be said, it should not 
lie taken for granted th at the assertions 
of the belief announced by the reverend 
gentleman are based upon actual facts. To 
allow his statements to jw ss unchallenged 
would be misleading to Eastern readers. 
T he essayist is certainly mistaken as to 
some of the things he advances as factsj 
and testimony from im partial observers 
of 
the 
Chinese 
in 
China 
establish 
his error. 
For we find that there the sys­ 
tem of slavery does p rev ail; 
th at human 
beings are sold by their own flesh and 
blood into the most abject liondage ; that 
a system of peonage there prevails, and 
th at what is seen among the Chinese here 
is a reflex of conditions there. 
If it comes 
to a mere question of proofs, we think th at 
the evidence is overwhelmingly against 
Dr. Dwinell upon these points. 


STOCK-RAISING AND THE RACES. 


Sacramento possesses the finest race­ 
course upon the coast. 
It is better fitted 
than any other for the keeping of stock, 
and is the best training ground in the 
country. 
Public-spirited citizens of Sac­ 
ramento have arranged for a series of races 
to begin to-day. 
The programme they 
have put forward has brought here some 
o f the best stock ever seen in the State. 
It represents the earnest eflórt of a large' 
number of small breeders of fine horses, 
upon whom the State must largely rely 
for the reputation she is to have as 
a stock-breeding ground. 
Few of these 
men have much wealth to m aintain large 
stock farms or to transport their colts to 
tlie East to win laurels for the State, but 
they have the spirit and determination to 
stock California with splendid animals, 
aud make the stock-breeding farms and 
pastures of the State worth far more in 
millions to our people than the Blue 
Grass region is to Kentucky. 
A few large 
breeders—meu of wealth—have invested 
immense sums iu breeding fine horses and 
horned stock. 
T heir eflort has done im ­ 
mense service to the State and proved what 
her capacity in this direction is, and every 
one applauds their enterprise and is proud 
of it. But if California is to stand foremost 
as she should, as a stock-raising State, it is 
upon the men of small capital we must also 
largely depend to popularize the enter­ 
prise. 
To-day in Sacram ento we have splendid 
stables of horses gathered for speed trials, 
that are owned mainly by men of lim ited 
means, but who represent labor and pluck 
th at mean as much for California in the 
future as her wheat farms and her fruits. 
W hatever may be the division of moral 
sentim ent regarding racing, this remains, 
no man lias any words but words of praise 
for fine animals, and the enterprise that 
breeds them. 
The day of “ scrubs” is 
gone forever. Good breeding is giving us 
horses for speed, draught and all service, 
unsurpassed by any in tlie world, and there 
is scarce a man so poor needing a good 
horse or cow who may not own it. 
It is 
folly to continue bringing droves upon 
droves of stock, as we are doing, from Ore­ 
gon and Nevada and Idaho and U tah, and 
paying tlie raisers in those sections round 
prices for farm horses, roadsters, saddle 
and all service animals, when we have the 
capacity to completely shut off this im ­ 
portation, and not only supply ourselves 
but the entire country. 
The truth of the whole m atter is, that 
Sacramenta county would he richer to-day 
by one hundred per cent, if half of her 
grain lands were turned to grazing, and 
we liad less tilling of tlie soil for grain for 
export and more cultivation of feed and 
stock. 
There is, in fact, more money in it, 
and greater certainty of profit. 
There is 
no 
county 
in 
the 
State 
better 
adapted, 
we 
repeat, 
for 
stock-raisiug 
than Sacramento. 
A few men have taken 
upon their shoulders “ one end ” of the 
stock-raising enterprise, that must some 
day—and it ought to be an early one— 
make California world noted as a depot of 
supply for fine animals—and by fine ani­ 
mals .we mean economic animals, for they 
are not only the best hut the cheajiest. 
T hat “ e n d ” of the enterprise is “ speed­ 
ing,” testing the endurance and speed of 
various breeds. This emulation and con­ 
tention, known as racing, is condemned by 
some, but back of it all is the great fact 
it is a motor to stock-breeding and an es­ 
sential in it. 
The Sacramento races ought to be m ain­ 
tained ; 
tlie men who have arranged for 
them ought to be sustained in their eflort 
because, if for no other reason, it will en­ 
courage fhe breeding of fine stock. 
Such 
speeding as is proposed here this week, al­ 
most anywhere in the East would bring 
ten thousand people a day to the town that 
encouraged it, and land thousands of dol­ 
lars in it to stay. Heretofore (let the truth 
he told) spring races have lieen poorly 
patronized by our own people, and that 
fact has discouraged the coming of others. 
Let us he wise for ourselves out of pure 
selfishness, and from to-day enter upon a 
policy that will make the Sacramento 
spring races a feature of the year, and 
bring to this city every spring, not only 
the finest of good stock for speeding, but a 
great amount of stock for sale and exchange. 
W ith our fine pastures, alfalfa and barlev 
lands that are unequaled in the world, cli­ 
mate the very best known in which to 
grow fine-1 ired animals, we ought to make 
this a great stock center. 
Gne way to be­ 
gin, is to encourage the “ speeding” end 
of the policy. 
Followed out, two years 
hence we can bring eight or ten thousand 
people to the stock exhibit in Sacramento. 
Neglected this year, and the men who have 
rallied once more for Sacramento unen- 
courage'd, some other place will receive 
that which we have the first claim upon. 
The thing to do is to put in an appear­ 
ance at the races this week, and help on 
the boom of stock-breeding in Sacramento 
cosnty and the country tributary to it, and 
not drive it from us, as a “ cold” policy 
certas ill v will do. 


DIRT AND DISCOMFORT. 


The tru stees of this city have decided 
wisely i t resolving that the city shall be 
cleaned tLiroughly and the sanitary ordi­ 
nances enfurced. 
To this end the Sanitary 
Engineer h*s been given an assistant 
There ought to be no half-way business 
a I-out this matter. 
It will pay us well to 
have all the sw um ulated tilth removed 
from the city, tlie t’essjiools emptied ami 
disinfected, the defective drains repaired 
and corrected, the dam p cellars aired and 
purified, the alley ways ami yards cleaned, 
and all refuse and decaying m atter de­ 
stroyed by fire. 
The result " ill be a 


greater sense of security, and onr good j 
health record will be raised still higher, j 
and Sacramento made notable for its ex­ 
ceedingly good sanitary regulations. 
Now th at the city is to he cleaned, let 
the health officers and sanitary officials 
see to it that certain places, which some­ 
how manage so often to escape inspection, 
escape no longer—th at is, the low-grade 
cellars under high-grade houses, that send 
up through sidewalk gratings intolerable 
stenches about nightfall. 
W e want health 
officers who will be thorough, and “prowl” 
to some purpose. 
Sacramento is a busy 
town, and in its daily “rush” much litter 
is made, and neglect perm its low places to 
become foul. 
To prevent this it is needed 
only th at an exposition of all such neglect 
lie made. 
The people are cleanly; they 
want the city to be kept clean, hut not a 
tenth of them know of the concealed filth 
over which they walk. 
It is this upturn­ 
ing to light of hidden disease-breeding 
spots that is now needed. 
There should 
be so little dirt and filth in a city like this 
that no malady would lie aggravated by it, 
and every lot and alley and cellar in it be 
inoffensive to delicate nostrils or lungs 
There ought to be a crusade against dirt 
liy every household, because it represents 
discomfort and ill-health, and cleanliness 
means comfort and a high sanitary record. 
.Ashes, stable sweepings and garbage should 
be forbidden street or alley, and means for 
their removal be made easily available. 
To leave vegetable m atter to decay iu lot 
or cellar ought to subject the offender to 
severe punishment, for such neglect poi­ 
sons tlie atmosphere and invites the worst 
of fiith diseases. 
There is no great re­ 
proach against Sacramento so far as d irt is 
concerned. She is more cleanly than most 
towns, but not nearly so much so as sani­ 
tary wisdom dictates. 
W hen the health 
officials start out in the cleaning process 
let no one impede their progress, but 
rather encourage and assist them, and the 
result will lie worth far more to us than 
the cost of cleaning.

Also, as 
to obstructions in the road leading from 
Georgetown to the upper Stockton road 
near McConnell's station, and requested 
the Board to visit said roads and see for 
themselves. 
Mr. McMullen moved that the Headmas­ 
ter of Road District No. 14, A. Opeley, be 
and he is he-eby instructed to remove all 
obstructions from the road leading from 
Franklin, on the lower Stockton road, to 
the upper Stockton road. Carried unani­ 
mously. 
Peter Marleet, Overseer of Road District 
No. 19, appeared and complained of en­ 
croachments upon the road in District No.

CITY TRUSTEES. 


T h e C le rk o f tlia W a te r-W o rk » ' S h o rta g e 
—T h e P oun d m aater’s T roubles. 
The Board of Trustees met in regular 
session yesterday morniug, all the mem­ 
bers present. 
After the reading of the minutes Auditor 
McKee said he had assisted in counting the 
receipts in the W ater Collector's office. 
D uring Stafford’s incumbeucy as Water- 
rate Collector he had received from the 
Auditor $74.454 worth of receipts. He had 
been credited with cash turned over to the 
City Treasurer $30.879 75*. which would 
leave a balance of $43,574 25 which should 
be in his hands. 
They found in the Col­ 
lector's office receipts am ounting to $43,240 
and $290 25 cash, m aking a total of $43,­ 
530 25, showing a shortage of $38. 
The 
tap account was also found $9 short, m ak­ 
ing a total deficit of $47. 


WIIAT TRUSTEE JONES SAYS. 
Trustee Jones, Superintendent of the 
W ater W orks, said he was the last man to 
find fault or accuse any one of theft. He 
never persecuted any one, and believed if 
he was anything he was a forgiving spirit. 
His suspicions were aroused months ago. 
He did not suspect the W ater Collector's 
stealing until a few days ago. He ascer­ 
tained the num ber of water takers in the 
city, and, taking an average of the rates 
charged, a very low estimate would make 
the receipts $50,000 or $G0,000 per annum . 
W hen he saw that only $48,9.0 was turned 
in for last year's collections, he was forced 
to believe there was some crookedness or 
else the Collector was not doing his duty. 
The Collector was spok**n to both by the 
Auditor and Trustee Jones, who asked 
him to explain if he conld this apparent 
$12,000 or $15,000 deficit, but could get no 
satisfactory explanation. 
Jones, continuing, said: “ J. J. Bauer, 
Assistant Collector, called my attention to 
ceriain discrepancies not long since, and 
we began looking the books over to see if 
we could discover what was the matter. 
W hile we were thus engaged 
Stafford 
came in. He said nothing to me, but I 
overheard 
him, rather angrily, say to 
Bauer, ‘ W hy do you show the books to 
Trustee Jones?’ 
Bauer replied, ‘ Well, if 
he is not to know how the affairs of this 
office is conducted, who is?’ W hile look­ 
ing through his books I found a num ber of 


OLD RECEIPTS STOWED AWAY. 
1 took the numbers of the receipts and also 
uoted the fact that they were two and three 
years old, and had been sold once to Chí­ 
pese waslnnen. 
I put the receipts back in 
the order I found them , and concluded to 
await developments. 
On a subsequent 
visit, the old receipts had all disappeared. 
W hen Stafford came in I asked him for 
them . 
After denying having them, he 
finally threw down nineteen of them, tak­ 
ing them from Ins pocket. I picked them 
up, compared fhem with my notes, and 
then demanded two more. Í wanted to 
know where the missing ones were. I 
gave him their number, date and amount, 
and told him to produce them . H e said, 
‘ I can get them for you by to-morrow 
morning,’ and the very disagreeable conver­ 
sation was dropped. The next day he 
handed me the two missing receipts, and 
here they are. This is the key note to the 
whole rascality of his office. 
Here he had 
old receipts that have been once sold, the 
stubs of which were long since destroyed, 
and all monev collected on such receipts 
has been 
STOLEN FROM TH E CITY. 
All we expect from an honest Collector is 
that he will return the cash for receipts 
issued to him . 
How long this has been 
going on, how many Chinese wash-houses 
and other unsuspecting persons have been 
paying water rates and receiving worthless 
receipts will probably never be known. 
These two receipts he returned, you can 
see, he has attempted to ¡erase ¡th e names 
of the parties to whom they were first 
issued, and has written his nam e and the 
name of his deputy, \V. 
F. Sheehan, 
thereon. This is a clear case. Those re­ 
ceipts were written in 1885, with a blue 
pencil, for ' We Gee.’ 
In 1887 the same re­ 
ceipt is filled out with a black pencil to 
1 Yen Hop.' Stafford would make us be­ 
lieve that this is not a piece of rascality, 
b u tra th era species of incompetency upon 
his part. Every week he had to take an 
oath that he collected so much money. We 
know he collected $1,423 50 during the 
week ending April 8th. H e makes a sworn 
statem ent that his total 
collected was 
$1,353. W hat became of that $70 50? For 
the week ending April 15th he collected 
$1,847 25. 
He swore he only collected 
$1.213 75, showing a peculation of $133 50. 
The following week he did not hit us quite 
so hard, only^etting away with $81. Here 
we have h im ‘for three weeks systematically 
taken funds of the city aggregating $285, 
ami we don't know how much more.” 
Trustee Ryan—He has made that deficit 
of $285 good, has he not? j 
Trustee Jones—Yes; but is that all? 
We have unearthed a systematic robbery 
day by day, and we know not to what ex­ 
tent the city has suffered. We could not 
get a whole week’s collections by days ex­ 
cept in one single instance. Stafford says 
that everything is all right, and if there is 
anything wroug it is simply clerical errors. 
Trustee Jones then handed a comm uni­ 
cation to the Mayor, who read it as follows : 
S a c r a m e n t o , April 30,1SS7. 
To the Trust/-,» o f the C ity o f ¿ o rra n tm il); 
1 
herew ith tender my resignation as Clerk of the 
W ater Works, to take effeet imm ediately. 
J. T. S t a f f o r d . 
Mayor Gregory said he was of theopinion 
that there should be no hurry in accepting 
this resignation. It m ight in some way 
compromise the bund. His motion to lay 
upon the table was adopted. 
[The R e c o r d U n io n was aware of this 
shortage two weeks ago, but in deference 
to the request of Mayor Gregory, remained 
silent upon the matter, pending investiga­ 
tion.]

and the emoluments gathered from the 
poor man who fails to tag his dog, or the 
poor woman who fails to.herd her cow, or 
the boy who tics his billy goat loose,would 
never make a man rich. Philip Rumble is 
Poundmaster, and he finds his path not 
strewn with roses, but indignant men and 
women who object to his taking to the 
pound their kine which they have tethered 
upon the public streets. H e gets away 
w ith'the cattle sometimes, but on other oc 
easions a man and his wife and a big 
butcher-knife sncceed in cheating him of 
anticipated fees. 
Yesterday two ladies and 
two gentlemen lrotn the eastern portion of 
the city made a complaint to the Board of 
Trustees that the Poundmaster was op­ 
pressive and partial, that he was despotic, 
and, in fact, “ no good ” any way. They 
all talked at once, and completely drowned 
the official’s attem pt at reply. They said 
he was partial to Irish cows, and all of that 
class were allowed to 


ROAM AT TH EIR OWN SWEET W ILL, 
But a Dutch cow was taken in ou every 
occasion. They did not like this apparent 
sitting down upon one nationality. They 
regarded it as a species of oppression that 
should not he tolerated in Sacramento. 
One lady said the Poundmaster’s time was 
divided*betweeu Schell's brewery, where 
he sampled the decoction of hops, and his 
“ shanty” where he caressed “ bull pups,” 
which he imported from Ireland for his 
edification. After listening to the evidence 
on both sides, the Mayor read the Pound­ 
master a lecture on political economy, the 
rights of citizenship and the necessity of 
his administering the duties of his office 
with a wise and im partial judicial hand.

T here are indications th at Sacram ento 
county w ill feel the prevailing boom before 
long in a m arked degree. 
Its progress has 
been fitful. 
Nearly h a lf a century ago, 
w hen S utter b uilt his fort, it was a w ilder­ 
ness tenanted only by Indians. 
T he first 
gold discovery was m ade in 1848. T he first 
house in Sacram ento was built in 1841); 
twelve m onths later it had a population of 
12.000, and tbe region now em braced w ithin 
Sacram ento county 
probably 
contained 
28.U00 people. 
Tw enty-tw o years later the 
population of th e county was given at 
20,830; and at th e present tim e, fifteen years 
still later, it is reckoned at 38.8UÜ. 
T he 
placers on the A m erican river attracted a 
m otley gathering, w hich the m ore reliable 
rew ards o f agriculture and horticulture 
failed to retain. 
It is only of late years th at th e people of 
th e county have realized their m ission in 
th is w orld. 
T hough the yield of w heat 
and corn is light, 141,000 ol the 008,77!) 
acres now on the assessm ent roll are planted 
in grain, and only lO.OA) in fruit and 0,500 
in grapes. 
Y et it is evident th at fruit 
and grapes are going to be th e great re­ 
sources of th e county. 
O f course, vegeta­ 
bles, hops and alfalfa w ill alw ays pay to 
grow. 
Early vegetables from Sacram ento 
will 
eventually 
supply 
th e 
E astern 
m arkets. 
A special correspondent of the 
Cull m entions the case of a m an who is 
realizing $250 an acre by grow ing aspara­ 
gus. 
A yield of a ton of bops to the acre— 
say four tim es the usual E astern yield—is 
not unusual, and a3 the quality is good, 
th e cultivation is not iikeiy to be aban­ 
doned. 
N or is it probable th at people will 
cease grow ing alfalfa so long as eignt tons 
can be grow n to the acre, w orth $10 a ton. 
B ut these, as M ulberry Sellers says, are 
only for pocket m oney. Sacram ento’s m ill­ 
ions w ill be derived from fruit and wine 
culture. 
It is in these th at th e source of 
her future riches lies. 
The traveler by rail wlio leaves Sacra* 
m ento for Sau Francisco is not Iikeiy to 
forget the th irty or forty-m ile stretch of 
orchard an d vineyard through w hich the 
train passes on its way west. 
T be soil 
needs no irrig a tio n ; nature supplies it 
both w ith m oisture and sun. 
It takes a 
Ueet of vessels to m ove the fruit w hen it 
ripens; and the contract m ade last year by 
the N atom a com pany to supply a large 
num ber of tons of table grapes to th e East 
a t $f>5 a ton show s th at the grower is at no 
loss for a m arket. 
It is gratifying to learn 
that th e landow ners of th e county are 
realizing their duty in this m atter." T he 
dem and for nursery stock has never been 
so active as it is at present, and it is clear 
that the acreage in fruit is going to increase 
rapidly. 
Boil th at will produce an averuge 
of four tons of grapes to the acre is too 
valuable to be used tor grow ing grain. 
Land in Sacram ento county varies from 
$10 an acre to $250. 
Land planted in fruit, 
w ith bearing trees, is of course worth 
more. 
T he $10 land is probably w orth­ 
less, but for $50 an 
acre new sctile-s 
can probably get land tw enty acres of 
which w ill, by and by. support a fam ily. 
T his is better than can be done in any 
Eastern State. 
One puzzle w hich 
Luis 
vexed th e best m inds in the country íh, 
w hat is to be done w ith the H aggin ranch 
of 44,000 acres ? Ot course no m an can 
farm such an extent of country as this. 
H e is sure to lose m oney in trying to do 
so. 
Mr. Ilaggiu has lately been endeavor­ 
ing to lease out farm s of 100 acres each to 
wheat-growers, but tb e success of the ex­ 
perim ent has not been conspicuous. T he 
fact is, tbe tenant system is exotic in this 
country, and does not thrive. 
People do 
not take kindly to if. 
A m ericans w ant to 
ow n their hom es. 
They have a horror of 
being landless. 
It will probably som e day 
occur to M r. H aggin th at his "dream of "a 
vast estate m odeled on tb e noblem en s es­ 
tates in England, and « d llpied by tenant 
farm ers, can never be realized. 
W hen this 
conviction takes possession of bis m ind, 
ha will conclude to sell instead of leasing. 
H e is just the m an to devise a couinrelien- 
sive system of im provem ents w hich would 
m ake his property perhaps more desirable 
as a place of settlem ent iq r sm all farm ers 
than any o th er m the state. 
A nd after all, 
though it is gr ind to ow n broad acres, and 
to sit on one s piazza and say that every 
acre in sight is one's ow n, two or three 
m illions in hard cash to one's credit in 
bank are not altogether .a disagreeable ob­ 
ject of contem plation.

T he m other of th e child 
was a w onfan of about 35, and slightly 
above m edium bight, w ith very dark hair, 
coal-black eyes, clear com plexion, of stately 
appearance, and in her whole dem eanor, 
bearing and conversation show ed th at she 
was a w om an of high birtL, education and 
refinem ent. 
T he second of the two stran ­ 
gers was classed as her m aid, sister or com ­ 
panion. 
B oth ladies spoke w ith a foreign 
accent, using E nglish and French language 
w ith equal ease, so it was im possible to 
determ ine to w hat nationality they be­ 
longed. 
Soon after th e b irth of the child the 
m other asked Dr. T u rn er if she could not 
place the infant in one of the institutions 
of the city, and on being inform ed that she 
could not she asked if it was not possible to 
get som e fam ily to adopt the babe as their 
ow n.

child and take good care of it? ” asked the 
stranger. 
“ Yes,” replied Mrs. W atkins. 
” A nd will treat it as your own ?” 
" Y es.” 
‘‘T hen you m ay take her,” were the m o th ­ 
er's n ext words, as she kissed the babe and 
gave th e m oney and child to its purchased 
protector. 
Before leaving P hiladelphia, the foreign 
lady asked Dr. T u rn er for his address, ad­ 
m itting, how ever, th at there was no prob­ 
ability of h er w anting it, as she would 
never desire to see her child again. 
The 
stranger also persistently refused to give 
Dr. T urner her nam e or address, and 
frankly adm itted th at the nam es entered 
upon the register of the C ontinental were 
assum ed for the occasion only.
